I wish to call your attention
to the following paragraph in
an article published in the Tor-
rance Herald Jan. 6, 1949, en-
titled “City Manager Status
Near.”

“The financial structure of
the city has improved im-
measurably under Stevens'
guidance. For the first
time in the memory of old-
time residents sufficient
funds have been available
so that it was not necessary
to borrow money by issulng. -
warrants during - the custo-
mary lean period from Au-
gust to December,

New sources of revenue
have been added such as re-
negotiating- the Southern
California Edison Company
franchise, which effected an
increase of over $10,000 per
year to the city, At the
same time thé municipal
tax rate was lowered.”

I wish to state that it has
been, and still is, the custom
of many cities to register war-
rants during the so-called lean
period of recelpt of taxes, rather
than to set up an additional tax
rate to take care of this per-
iod.

The renegotiation of the
Southern California Edison Com-
pany franchise was done by City
Attorney Smith on the recom-
mendation of the Southern Cali-
fornia Edison Company.

The increased valuation, sales
tax, licenses, building permits,
ete. have proved a large factor
in  balancing ' the. budget ‘and
supplying a fair surplus, which
may be the means of a later
further reduction in the tax
rate,

“It is. the Governor’s . conten-
tion that our first obligation is
to make provision for the care
of our State universities, Insti-
tutions “and bullding ' new high-
ways,  This I8 .unsound . think-
ing. .

“Our ‘first obligation is to the
welfare of the people of this
state.

“When Proposition No. 4 was
adopted by the people on' the
last ballot, that was a. man.
date to the Legislature to carry
out the purposes and provisions
of the initiative. Therefore, since
we "have sufficient amount of
monies in the reserve funds to
take care of the needs of the
aged and blind people, it Is
not necessary to raise more re-
venue by increasing taxes.

“In conclusion, the Governor,
the State Legislature and all of
us must remember that human
rights should be placed above
property rights.”
